WASHINGTON, June 28.— 
President Wilson announced to- 
night that he would not suspend 
operation of the. wartime pro- 
hibition law, effective Monday. 

The President in a cablegram 
to the White House said: 

“I am conyinced that the At- 
torney General is right in advis- 
ing me that I have no legal 
of the ban’ on liquor.” 

Terms of the wartime pro- 
hibition Iaw do not allow him 
to act, President Wilson said, 
until “the termination of. the 
demobilization of the troops, and 
f{ cannot say that that “Ras been 
accomplished.’ 

“My information from the War 
Department,’’ continued the mes- 
sage, “is that there are still a 
million men in the service under 
the emergency call.” 

“When demobilization is ter- 
minated,’’ the President said, 
“my power to-act without con- 


gressional action will be exer- 
cised.”
